Baldwin asserts, and the insect pol­ 
lination is about all that remains to 
insure productivity in the trees. 
“ The value of eross fertilization or 
pollination 
in 
plants 
to

healthy seeds and perfect fruit is 
¡appreciated by many. ’ the state offi­ 
cial writes. 
“ If the weather conditions are fa ­ 
vorable for the pollen to be carried 
by the wind, a great deal of cross fe r­ 
tilization will result thereby; but rf 
there should be 
considerable 
rain

fruit trees,

eross pollina­ 
tion is done must be accomplished by 
insects carrying 
the pollen 
grains 
from one flower to another on the 
same tree and from the flowers of 
one tree to those of another.

are so few insects that visit flowers 
at this season of the year that the 
work of carrying the pollen must be 
I accomplished almost entirely by the 
* honey bee.
